San F r a n c is c o , October 31.—In the 
case of Campbell, on habeas corpus, 
involving the question of prohibition, 
the Supreme Court to-day declared 
the ordinance prohibiting the exist- 
enbe of saloons within the town limits 
valid, and rem anded the petitioner to 
the custody of tho sheriff. It was ad­ 
m itted th at liquor was sold in viola­ 
tion of the ordinance, but that the or­ 
dinance was unconstitutional and in 
oooflict with the General Laws of the 
State. The decision was rendered by 
Justice Patterson, who holds that the 
ordinance was constitutional. The de­ 
cision is concurred in by Chief Justice 
Searla and Justices McKinatry, Thorn­ 
ton, Temple and Sharpstein. 
Justice M cFarland renders a dis­ 
senting opinion, in which he contends 
th at the ordinance is in oonflict with 
the General Laws of the State, which 
foster the products and manufactures 
of the 8tate; that the manufacture of 
wino is one of the leading industries of 
California, and no municipality has a 
right to prohibit its sale.

a sensation of irritationand un- 
easiness in'the iirtvetod locality, which gives 
rIBC to a constant and almost Irresistible

sire to relieve that discomfort by drawing 
the nineus into the throat so as to eject itby 
the mouth. 
This practice, popularly known 
as ??hawking," 
is characteristic

conjested, 
causing the nose to be stopped up,
